Report  of  Building  Inspector 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  first  report  of  a  Building 
Inspector  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  this  having  been  a  new  departure 
in  the  town.  It  has,  as  was  expected,  caused  some  apprehen- 
sion, and  has  required  much  explanation,  but  in  looking  back 
over  the  past  nine  months  I  can  but  feel  that  the  action  taken 
by  the  town  in  the  matter,  is  for  the  good  of  all  in  the  community. 
Since  assuming  the  office  on  April  4,  1941,  there  have  been 
issued  35  permits  to  build  and  repair. 

The  estimated  value  of  building  as  of  the  records  amount 
to  $127,120.00. 

There  has  been  a  system  of  issuing  a  permit  card  to  be  placed 
on  the  building,  and  a  record  card  is  kept  of  every  permit  is- 
sued. I  feel  as  naturally  there  need  be  some  changes  made 
to  meet  changing  conditions.  I  would  welcome  any  suggestions 
and  just  criticism,  and  at  this  time  I  respectfully  suggest  that 
you  give  some  consideration  to  Article  8  as  to  the  stated  75-foot 
frontage  and  total  area. 

Also  some  action  should  be  taken  as  to  buildings  moved  to 
new  locations. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  one  and  all  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation, and  I  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  obligation  of 
the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability  so  long  as  I  assume  the  same .

Report  of  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

On  June  22,  1941,  the  Library  concluded  thirty  years  of 
service  to  the  town.  Again  the  trustees  recall  to  mind  the  debt 
which  the  town  owes  to  the  memory  of  Miss  Mary  Tuck  Rand . 
We  quote  her  words  at  the  dedication  of  the  Library  Building: 
"I  wish  it  to  do  good  and  be  of  much  benefit — a  store  house 
for  books,  for  information  and  knowledge — a  mine  of  good,  a 
fountain  of  help,  lasting." 

Again  we  urge  that  more  of  the  townspeople  avail  themselves 
of  the  service  that  the  librarian  so  willingly  gives.  If  she  has 
not  at  hand  the  research  material  that  may  be  desired  she  can 
secure  books  on  almost  any  subject  from  the  State  Library. 

Gifts  to  the  library  include  ten  dollars  from  the  Every  Other 
Tuesday  Club,  a  framed  drawing  of  the  town  seal,  and  books 
both  old  and  new.  A  legacy  of  $234.83  has  been  received 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lizzie  B.  Philbrick.  The  in- 
come will  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  although  there 
are  no  conditions  attached  to  the  gift. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club, 
a  frame  is  now  hung  in  the  entrance  hall  in  which  reproductions 
of  the  works  of  the  great  artists  of  all  times  are  constantly  dis- 
played. These  collections  are  loaned  by  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Boston  and  since  each  picture  is  accompanied  by  a 
description  of  the  artist,  his  work  and  his  period,  the  exhibit 
is  of  true  educational  value. 

As  a  continuation  of  the  plan  to  utilize  the  wall  space  of  the 
stack  room,  book  shelves  have  been  built  on  the  right  of  the 
fireplace  balancing  those  built  last  year  on  the  left  wall. 
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In  addition  to  the  insurance  on  the  building  and  furniture, 
paid  once  in  three  years,  extra  insurance  is  now  carried  to 
cover  the  books.  Aside  from  replacement  of  some  sections  of 
the  furnace  pipe  no  repairs  have  been  necessary.

Report  of  .Librarian 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Rye  Public  Library: 

Except  for  the  three  summer  months,  the  circulation  for  the 
past  year  has  again  falien  below  average.  As  this  condition 
exists  in  other  libraries,  it  seems  to  prove  that  wartime  activities 
do  lessen  time  for  reading.  This  year  18,188  books  went  out, 
only  12  below  last  year. 

Librarians  have  been  advised  by  Miss  Pratt,  secretary  of 
library  commission,  to  help  overcome  their  crowded  shelf-room 
by  discarding  all  fiction  that  has  become  stagnant  and  non 
fiction  of  an  age  to  make  it  of  no  help.  By  this  continual  dis- 
carding and  with  newly  built-in  shelves,  we  are  better  able  to 
meet  our  difficulties  in  the  stack  room.  After  our  addition  of 
new  books  and  subtraction  of  discards,  we  have  12,300  books. 

We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Paul  H.  Bonner  and 
family  for  their  material  help  through  the  many  contributions 
throughout  the  year.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Charles  Dale 
of  Portsmouth,  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to  secure  from  the 
auction  of  the  late  Lizzie  B.  Philbrick  a  collection  of  books  in- 
cluding Shakespeare,  Poe,  Thackeray,  Longfellow,  Whittier 
and  other  poets.  Miss  Josephine  How  has  again  enriched  our 
library  with  her  gifts,  including  Chambers'  Miscellany.  Groups 
of  books  have  been  given  by  Mr.  Bertram  Crocker,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ralph  Hammond,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Justin  Hartford,  Mrs. 
Edward  Francis. 

"Songs  of  Yesterdays,"  a  song  anthology  of  American  Life 
of  the  18th  century  by  Jordan  and  Kessler,  containing  words 
and  music  of  old-time  favorites  from  the  stage,  logging  camps 
and  pioneer  trails.  "Room  Make  Up"  by  Gladys  Miller, 
showing  the  historical  approach  of  design,  because  the  desire 
to  identify  and  use  period  furnishing  is  growing,  are  among 
the  group  of  books  given  by  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club. 

John  Gimther's  "Inside  Latin  America"  is  the  gift  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters.  The  outstanding  additions,  pur- 
chased from  the  interest  from  the  different  trust  funds,  are  a 
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set  of  Booth  Tarkington's  works,  a  set  for  the  younger  readers, 
"A  Journey  Through  Bookland,"  a  new  and  original  plan  for 
reading  applied  to  the  "World's  Best  Literature  for  Children," 
by  Charles  Sylvester. 

A  new  standard  distionary  in  two  volumes  by  Funk  &  Wag- 
nails  Co.,  designed  to  give  complete  and  accurate  statements, 
meanings  and  pronunciations,  etc.,  of  all  the  words  of  the  Eng- 
lish speaking  peoples.  Carl  Sandburg's  biography  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  in  six  volumes,  the  most  authentic  and  full  biogra- 
phy compiled  on  Lincoln. 

One  shipment  of  books  and  magazines  has  been  sent  to  Fort 
Stark.  The  soldiers  have  expressed  a  wish  for  mathematical 
and  mechanical  books,  so  if  anyone  having  any  they  are  willing 
to  pass  on,  bring  them  to  the  library  and  they  will  reach  the 
boys  promptly. 

The  same  magazines  have  been  renewed  for  the  reading 
tables.  Displayed  in  this  room  is  a  collection  of  scientific  de- 
velopments put  out  by  Things,  a  new  magazine  sent  us  by  Mr. 
John  Parsons,  showing  the  new  substitutes  in  the  making,  such 
as  plastics  and  other  synthetics. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  new  families  in  town,  the  library  is 
open  from  2-9  p.  m.  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday.  The  num- 
ber of  books  allowable  is  unlimited  within  reason  and  all  books 
are  two-week  books. 

Jackets  from  the  new  additions  are  placed  from  time  to  time 
on  the  bulletin  boards  and  a  list  published  in  the  Portsmouth 
Herald  under  local  news.  The  fine  for  overtime  is  four  cents 
a  week.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

The  Legislature  of  1941  made  several  amendments  to  the 
laws  relating  to  trust  funds.  These  amendments  affected  Sec- 
tions 18,  22  and  27  of  Chapter  42,  New  Hampshire  Public 
Laws  and  a  new  sub-section  22-a  was  added.  These  amend- 
ments have  to  do  with  the  custody  and  investment  of  trust 
funds,  the  expenditure  of  trust  fund  income,  and  the  surety 
bonds  of  trustees.  The  authorized  investments  for  trust  funds 
now  include  "such  stocks  and  bonds  as  are  legal  for  investment 
by  New  Hampshire  savings  banks."  This  materially  broadens 
the  opportunity  for  the  trustees  to  obtain  a  somewhat  larger 
income  return  than  has  been  possible  under  the  former  limita- 
tions. Your  trustees  have  acted  under  this  authority  in  the 
investment  of  portions  of  five  trust  funds  in  shares  of  stock  of 
five  banking  institutions  of  New  York  and  Boston  which  have 
a  record  of  good  management. 

Eight  new  funds  have  been  established  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  number  to  104  and  the  stated  principal  to 
$81,267.39.  A  total  of  $900.00  has  been  invested  in  Series  G, 
United  States  Defense  Bonds.;  $2,200.00  has  been  loaned  the 
Town  of  Rye  for  improvements  in  Central  Cemetery,  the  same . 
to  be  repaid  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lots.  The  prin- 
cipal of  the  Horace  A.  Locke  fund  has  been  increased  fifty 
dollars  to  a  total  of  $200.00. 

In  previous  reports  your  trustees  have  sometimes  made  refer- 
ence to  opportunities  for  gifts  or  bequests  that  would  mean 
much  to  the  town  whenever  made.  Among  such  are  addi- 
tional funds  for  general  purposes  of  the  library,  for  the  care 
and  beautification  of  the  cemetery,  for  the  central  school,    road 
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side  beautification,  special  equipment  for  the  town  hall,  etc. 
We  would  also  repeat  our  suggestion  that  more  cemetery  lot 
owners  provide  funds,  the  income  from  which  to  be  available 
for  the  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  the  lots.

Report  of  School  Board 


Tour  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  registration  increased  to  such  an  extent  during  the  school 
year  of  1940-1941  that  we  felt  it  necessary  to  separate  grades 
five  and  six  for  the  school  year  1941-1942.  This  separation 
made  it  necessary  to  have  another  teacher.  We  were  very 
fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Dickey,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Farming- 
ton  (Maine)  Normal  School,  and  who  has  taken  advanced 
work  at  New  Hampshire  University  and  also  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity. She  has  had  several  years  of  teaching  experience  in 
Maine  and  New  Hampshire.  Because  of  Miss  Gunderson's 
resignation  we  had  to  find  a  new  first  grade  teacher.  Miss 
Colby  is  a  graduate  of  the  Perry  School  in  Boston  and  is  doing 
a  fine  job  with  a  very  large  class  of  little  people.  We  feel  these 
girls  are  both  a  fine  addition  to  our  teaching  staff. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  illness  of  a  contagious  nature 
during  the  fall  term,  especially  in  the  lower  grades.  Much  of 
this  might  possibly  have  been  avoided  if  the  ventilating  system 
had  been  working  properly.  The  heating  system  also  needs 
some  changes  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  fuel  consumed.  These 
two  items  were  included  in  the  plans  for  the  addition  and  alter- 
ations which  the  district  has  voted  down.  We  feel  they  must 
be  remedied  this  summer  and  have  included  them  in  our  war- 
rant. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Red  Cross  for  taking  care  of 
hot  lunches  for  some  of  the  children  who  need  them. 

We  thank  the  Daughters  of  America  for  their  gift  of  three 
Bibles,  two  for  the  new  grades,  three  and  five,  and  one  for  a 
replacement.  This  organization  has  provided  Bibles  for  the 
school  for  a  long  time. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  are  getting  a  reference  library 
started,  and  we  thank  the  Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  for  ten 
dollars  to  be  used  for  books  for  this  library. 
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As  always  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  been  very 
generous  and  cooperative  and  has  provided  candy  for  each 
pupil  at  Christmas  and  ice  cream  for  each  one  the  last  day 
of  school. 

These  are  very  serious  times  for  every  one,  serious  problems 
have  to  be  solved.  One  of  ours  was  what  to  do  in  case  of  an  air 
raid.  There  have  been  several  things  suggested  by  both  the 
state  department  and  local  people.  It  has  been  finally  decided 
that  each  teacher  should  take  her  pupils  to  some  one  of  the 
nearby  homes,  which  have  been  so  kindly  offered.  Our  school 
can  be  evacuated  and  all  the  children  under  cover  in  seven 
minutes,  in  an  orderly  and  quiet  manner.  If  you  care  to  know 
to  whose  home  your  child  is  going,  visit  the  school  and  read 
the  list  posted  in  each  room.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  of  Rye: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  your  schools. 

The  Rye  school  began  the  current  year  on  September  3,  1941 , 
with  an  enrollment  of  207.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  compare 
the  September  registrations  of  the  past  five  years  to  get  a  picture 
of  the  school's  growth. 

Number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  September: 

Year 1938         1939         1940         1941         1942 

No.  Pupils 129  139  161  196  207 

The  following  table  is  copied  from  the  Statistical  Report  sent 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  June  of  the  given  year.  This 
gives  us  the  total  number  of  pupils  furnished  education  during 
the  school  year  as  contrasted  with  the  above  table  which  con- 
siders only  the  first  month  of  the  year. 

Total  enrollment  for  the  Rye  School: 

Year 1937         1938         1939         1940         1941 

No.  Pupils 146  145  164  187  220 

By  these  two  schedules  it  will  be  noticed  that  we  have  in- 
creased by  seventy-four  in  total  registration  during  the  past 
five  years  and  by  seventy-eight  in  the  September  enrollment. 
This  has  necessitated  the  employing  of  additional  teachers  and 
the  placing  of  single  grades  in  a  room.  The  crowded  condition 
of  the  building  is  the  result. 

We  must  now  decide  whether  we  are  to  have  an  approved 
junior  high  school  or  an  approved  standard  grammar  school. 
During  the  current  year  the  work  in  manual  arts  was  dropped 
from  the  curriculum.  If  we  are  to  have  a  junior  high  school 
it  must  be  put  back.  If  the  district  does  not  vote  an  addition 
to  the  building,  I  can  see  no  other  way  but  to  get  along  without 
our  auditorium  and  place  formal  activities  there.     We  were  so 
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proud  of  our  gymnasium  and  our  physical  training  program 
that  we  are  disappointed  to  discontinue  it.  The  other  ad- 
vantages of  an  auditorium  have  been  frequently  mentioned. 
We  do  not  like  to  lose  these  as  we  believe  they  are  valuable  to 
t  the  children. 

Rye  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  new  plan  of  medical  ex- 
aminations. Thorough  physical  examinations  are  to  be  given 
each  of  our  pupils  at  least  two  times  during  their  eight  years 
in  our  school.  By  this  plan  the  school  doctor  is  able  to  diag- 
nose present  difficulties  and  to  anticipate  possible  future  dis- 
abilities. Faults  which  can  be  corrected  are  discovered  earlier 
and  their  treatment  recommended.  The  annual  examina- 
tions by  the  nurse  are  continued. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  our  graduates  of  last  June  are 
doing  well  in  their  present  school  work.  Portsmouth  High 
School  reports  in  its  first  ranking  period  a  total  of  81  marks 
earned  for  an  average  percentage  of  81.8.  The  marks  of  the 
second  period  showed  92  ranks  with  an  average  of  84.1.  The 
number  of  failing  marks  were  but  two  and  three  respectively. 
Hampton  Academy  and  High  School  reports  are  very  similar 
with  the  average  of  all  ranks  earned  by  Rye  pupils  80%. 

In  all  times  of  national  stress,  as  in  the  present  war,  it  becomes 
increasingly  important  that  everything  be  done  to  keep  the 
life  and  school  activities  of  our  children  as  orderly  and  as  near 
to  normal  as  possible.  Their  avenues  of  interest  must  be  kept 
broad  and  their  entire  personalities  furnish  opportunity  for 
development.  I  believe  our  teachers  are  keeping  this  objective 
in  the  forefront  of  all  school  work.  By  the  very  variety  of  the 
different  subjects  which  they  teach,  this  is  advanced.  Still 
more  is  it  accomplished  by  the  varied  presentation  of  the  differ- 
ent subjects  by  the  teacher.  We  may  be  sure  that  our  pupils' 
interests  will  continue  to  grow  and  develop  even  in  time  of 
crisis. 

The  schools  of  all  our  towns  should  see  that  all  pupils  gradu- 
ating from  their  courses  are  well  trained  in  first  aid  procedure. 
Even  apart  from  the  present  emergency,  this  is  a  valuable  train- 
ing which  all  should  have.     Heretofore  trained  first  aid  teachers 
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have  been  few,  but  with  the  courses  that  are  now  available  the 
majority  of  the  regular  teachers  will  be  able  to  qualify  for  this 
instruction.  Such  instruction  will  be  a  part  of  the  regular 
approved  course  of  study. 

Teachers  are  devoting  much  extra  time  to  war  work  and 
will  continue  to  do  so.  Some  are  air  raid  wardens,  some  are 
taking  their  turn  in  observation  posts.  Some  are  in  Red  Cross 
work  and  a  large  number  are  attending  first  aid  classes.  As 
citizens  and  teachers  they  are  under  a  double  obligation  since 
by  the  very  fact  of  war,  children  are  placed  in  added  dangers. 
Children  who  must  hear  of  a  confused  and  war-torn  world 
wherever  they  turn  are  by  that  fact  less  easily  taught.  This 
necessitates  added  skill  and  added  preparation  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher.     This  fact  will  be  recognized  I  am  sure. 

You  as  a  board  have  always  been  helpful  to  me  in  my  re- 
sponsibility for  the  administration  of  the  school.  For  this  I  wish 
to  express  my  thanks.

To  the  School  Board  of  Rye: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you,  the  residents  of  Rye,  the  following 
statistical  report  of  my  health  activities  completed  during  this 
past  school  year. 

Dental  Clinic: 

The  third  dental  clinic  was  conducted  during  May  and  June, 
a  detailed  report  of  which  follows:

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  the  Motor  Corps  for 
the  transportation  of  the  pupils.  This  lessened  my  driving 
mileage  a  great  deal.     I  am  very  appreciative  of  this. 

The  number  attending  the  clinic  nearly  doubled  this  year 
and  I  am  very  pleased  to  see  that  more  of  the  pupils  have 
realized  the  necessity  of  caring  for  their  teeth.  The  results  of 
the  physical  examinations  are  encouraging. 

On  June  3,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  sponsored  a  very 
successful  "Summer  Round-Up"  for  the  pupils  entering  school 
in  September.  Dr.  White  examined  seventeen  children,  twelve 
of  whom  received  vaccinations  at  that  time. 
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In  September,  Rye  was  one  of  the  fortunate  towns  to  have 
access  to  the  new  audiometer.  This  was  purchased  by  the 
American  Legions  and  Auxiliaries  of  this  section  and  presented 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  use  in  this  vicinity.  All 
pupils  above  the  second  grade  were  tested  as  follows:

Tested  second  time 38 

Tested  third  time 5 

Total  tests  completed 221 

No.  of  pupils  found  to  have  hearing  loss 2 

All  pupils  have  been  individually  examined  for  vaccination 
scars,  and  all  except  five  have  been  successfully  vaccinated. 
Certificates  of  exemption  are  on  file  for  the  others. 

Since  September  I  have  been  working  on  the  weights,  meas- 
ures and  visual  tests.     To  date  I  have  completed  the  following:
